The  study  of  new  and  extended  uses  for  cotton  is  of  interest  not 
merely  to  the  cotton  growers,  cotton  manufacturers,  and  cotton 
dealers,  but  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  economic  life  of  this 
country.

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Similarly,  the  cotton  manufacturers,  with  a  more  than  liberal  supply 
of  raw  material  in  1926  and  equipment  to  convert  it  into  goods,  like- 
wise, became  interested  in  increasing  tfaie  consimiption  of  cotton 
products. 

In  view  of  the  general  importance  of  the  cotton  industnr,  financiers, 
econonusta,  ligiriatorSy  .asd  •tiwn  beosBM^tereeted  in  the  subject  oi 
inawasing  the  uses  for  cotton.  As  a  result  of  efforts  by  t^eee  various 
groups  the  Department  of  Commeree  and  tiie  Depaiiment  of  Agri- 
cultiue  were  authorized  by  Congress  to  conduct  an  investigation  to 
find  the  present  uses  and  to  discover  possible  new  and  additional  uses 
for  cotton  and  cotton  products.  The  Cotton  Textile  Institute  under- 
took a  similar  study,  and  these  three  agencies  arranged  to  coordinate 
the  work  in  order  to  proceed  with  greater  economy  of  time  and  effort. 

A  compilation  of  fabrics  and  uses  representing  the  first  phase  of 
the  task  was  issued  in  1928.  A  more  or  Iras  adequate  catalogue  of 
present  uses  was  indispensaUe  before  b^hming  me  task  of  finding 
new  or  additional  uses  for  cotton  products. 

WbSie  this  list  was  ci»iqnled  primariiT  as  an  aid  to  other  phases 
of  Ihe  study  it  has  a  commerdal  value  of  its  own.  In  tSie  main,  nw 
cotton  and  even  cotton  fabrics  are  not  used  directly  by  the  consuming 
public  but  go  through  one  or  more  processes  of  manufacture  bef&re 
they  reach  the  ultimate  consumer  in  the  form  of  clothing  and  other 
articles.  Consequently,  many  growers  and  manufacturers  do  not 
possess  adequate  information  as  to  the  final  consumers  of  cotton 
goods,  which  is  another  way  of  stating  that  they  have  difficulty  in 
determining  the  ultimate  factors  in  the  demand  for  their  products. 
The  Ust  given  here  whidi  is  a  ^revision  of  that  issued  in  1^8^  fomisdieBi 
a  basis  for  an  imderstandmg  of  these  faetofs. 

The  information  contained  in  the  accompanying  lists  has  been 
secured  from  various  sources.  Most  of  the  data  have  been  obtained 
by  means  of  questionnaries  sent  to  cotton  manufacturei^s,  converters, 
cotton  and  cotton  goods  merchants,  knitting  mills,  and  others.  Ques- 
tionnaires to  member  mOls  of  the  Cotton  Textile  Institute  have  been 
sent  through  that  organization,  where  the  answers  have  been  tabu- 
lated and  transmitted  to  the  Textile  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
md  Domestic  Connnerce.  Oonaderable  information  has  been  ob- 
tained from  l^e  xcsditB  of  our  iiiTesti«atioiis  of  indostiies,  arts,  trades, 
and  pf^essions,  from  the  Partial  List  of  TJs^  of  American  Saw 
Cotton,  by  Dr.  H.  B.  Killough  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econom- 
ics, United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  from  textile  schools, 
and  from  textile  dictionaries  and  other  literature  on  cotton  fabrics. 

The  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
made  a  study  of  uses  of  cotton  in  clothing  and  household  articles, 
irreq>ective  of  the  kind  of  fabric,  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  <rf  Ihe  same  department  made  a  similar  study  of  farm  uses. 
Uto  information  contained  in  the  lepOTts  by  the  above  bureaus  has 
been  included  in  list  No.  3. 

Although,  as  may  be  ^em  frcHBi  the  above  outJine  of  sources,  en- 
deavor has  been  made  to  include  as  much  information  as  possible 
in  these  lists  there  may  still  be  fabrics  and  uses  which  have  not  been 
included.  The  textile  division  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce  will  be  pleased  to  receive  the  names  of  any  basic  fabrics 
or  th«^  uses  which  are  not  among  the  contents  of  th^  booklet.  As 
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these  additions  warrant  they  will  be  included  either  as  another  revi- 
sion or  as  addenda  to  the  present  issue.  On  the  whole,  the  fabrics  and 
uses  have  been  listed  as  reported  in  the  questionnaires  or  as  found 
in  the  other  sources  without  attempting  to  verify  the  data. 

The  wide  range  of  usefulness  of  cotton  products  is  apparent  from 
the  list  of  uses.  It  may  be  observed  that  cotton  is  used  not  merely 
for  dothii^  and  household  articles  but  in  agriculture,  industrial 
processes  and  machinery,  troaiqK)rtation  equipment,  dectoical  equip- 
ment, building  and  ccmstmction,  for  medical,  surgical,  and  iamtory 
uses,  in  sports  and  other  forms  of  recreation,  and  for  many  other  pur- 
poses.

Card-table  covers;  togs;  lining  for  instrument  and  jewelry  cases;  inter- 
lining; silence  cloths  for  lamp  bases,  paper  weights,  etc.;  bases  of  articles 
as  protection  against  scratching.    (JSee  ako  FlanndLs,  etc.) 

Balbriggan.    {See  Knit  goods.) 

Knitted  fabric  made  of  Egyptian  cotton,  or  an  imitation  of  (mock  Egyptian). 
Underwear.
